HATEVER  can  avert  or  alleviate  the 
calamities  incident  to  mankind,  will 
always  defervedly  acquire  the  higheft 
public  eftimation.  Of  theie  calami- 
ties, that  of  Sickness  is  certainly  ac- 
counted the  moll  diftrefsful  to  huma- 
nity : it  is  capable  of  exciting  a mul- 
tiplicity of  not  lefs  painiul  ienfitions 
than  deplorable  confequences  ; and  where  combined  with

the  inevitable  fiolicitudes  of  Poverty,  expands  a fcene  of 
affli&ion,  and  a variety  of  wretchednefs,  rather  to  be  im- 
perfeftly  conjectured  than  accurately  difplayed.  Is  it 
poffible  to  feleCt  an  objedt  more  meritorious  of  charitable 
Beneficence  than  that  of  a Fellow  Creature  opprefied  with 
the  fufferings  of  ficknefs,  yet,  at  the  fame  time,  partially 
procuring  the  neceflaries,  and  totally  deprived  of  the  com- 
forts or  conveniences  of  life?  When  Penury  becomes 
an  evil  it  will  be  ever  found  to  fenfibly  influence  the  ha- 
bitations of  difeafe,  powerfully  aggravating  all  its  in- 
quietudes. 

Actuated  by  thefe  affediing  and  interefting  confidera- 
tions,  the  humane  and  the  opulent,  in  all  populous,  civi- 
lized countries,  have  liberally  endowed  and  fupported 
Hospital  Institutions;  where  the  falutary  Aids  of 
Art  might  be  immediately  and  efiicacioufly  adminiftered. 
In  fmaller  communities,  to  which  thefe  were  inapplica- 
ble, Dispensaries  became  very  eligible  fubftitutes  ; re- 
gularly fupplying  proper  objedts  at  their  refpeCtive  abodes, 
with  every  requifite  medical  or  furgical  afiiftance.  How 
far  fuch  Establishments  are  efpecially  conducive  to 
the  relief  of  the  Sick  Poor  in  this  town  and  neighbour- 
hood, the  previous  Annual  Reports , with  the  following 
Obfer  vat  ions  and  State  of  this  Charity,  will  afford  the 
moft  fatisfaftory  information. 

Relative  to  the  difeafes  highly  prevalent  with  thofe 
who  fupplicate  and  obtain  its  benefits,  a few  general  fen- 
timents  may  be  here  fuitably  adduced.  The  principal 
Epidemic  of  the  preceding  year  was  a continued  Fever, 
whole  baneful  nature  and  tendency  had  been  very  violent- 
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ly  experienced.  Chiefly  confined  to  the  moft  indigent 
people,  it  was  neceffarily  a frequent  fubjedt  of  anxious 
attention  with  the  Diredtors  of  this  Undertaking.  In  the 
latter  end  of  June , and  the  beginning  of  July , this  Dif- 
eafe,  changing  its  type,  manifeftly  afiumed  an  inflamma- 
tory form  ; an  event  certainly  excited  by  the  remarkable 
drynefs  and  intenfe  heat  of  the  feafon.  Imputable  to  the 
fame  caufe  were  the  eruptive,  eryfipelatous  Affedtions 
which  then  alfo  generally  prevailed.  Thefe,  however 
occafionally  and  painfully  urgent,  were  tranfient  in  their 
duration,  and  always  influenced  by  the  curative  aids  of 
medicine.  A mutation  in  the  weather,  from  extreme  dry- 
nefs to  a moift  ftate  of  the  atmofphere,  an  equal  degree  of 
heat  at  the  fame  time  obtaining,  readily  varied  the  afpedt 
of  difeafe : and  in  confequence  a contagion,  fimilar  in 
many  refpedls  to  that  of  the  former  year,  and  diftinguifhed 
by  every  circumftance  of  alarming  malignancy  and  im- 
pending danger,  fupervened  upon  thefe  evidently  inflam- 
matory affedtions  ; and,  till  they  were  perfedtly  eradi- 
cated, became  combined  with  them  : one  part  of  the  fame 
family  fuffering  the  fymptoms  of  General  Fever,  con- 
nected with  local,  inflammatory  determinations,  whilft  a 
tendency  to  purely  nervous  diforder  occupied  the  other. 
With  thefe  effential  characters  were  oft  united  various 
painful,  naufeating  fenfations  in  the  ftomach,  and  a per- 
manent ftate  of  uneafy  .diftenfion  and  irritation  in  the 
bowels.  The  fatal  terminations  of  this  Fever  chiefly  oc- 
curred to  thofe  who  having  previoufly  indulged  an  in- 
temperate mode  of  conduct,  were  rather  advanced  in  life, 
and  had  been  the  firft  victims  of  its  virulency.  More 
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diffufed,  and  therefore  lefs  potent,  its  energy  was  fenfibly 
impaired  and  weakened  ; in  fo  much  that  the  perfons,  to 
whom  its  influence  and  effedls  were  laft  extended,  rarely 
fuffered  iymptoms  of  danger  or  folicitude.  To  this  ge- 
neral fentiment,  deduced  from  repeated  obfervation,  du- 
ring the  prevalency  of  the  late  and  feveral  fimilar  Epide- 
mics, few  exceptions  have  been  accurately  difcriminated, 
and  thefe  only  where  large  families  were  neceflarily  con- 
fined to  the  vitiated  air  and  effluvia  of  fmall  and  impure 
houfes.  In  many  inftances  it  was  not  difficult  to  perceive 
the  falubrious  tendency  of  cleanlinefs,  uninterrupted  ven- 
tilation, and  the  afliduous  employment  of  thofe  numerous 
antidotes  to  contagion  which  are  authenticated  by  fre- 
quent and  inconteftible  experience. 

The  Scheme  of  this  charity  aims,  in  a fecondary,  im- 
portant and  ufeful  manner,  to  effectually  preclude  the 
future  devaftations  of  difeafe.  Diligently,  and  with  pe- 
culiar fatisfaCtion,  was  the  opportunity  always  accepted 
of  inculcating  the  necefiity  of  adopting  and  executing  every 
meafure  which  might  in  any  degree  conduce  to  the  pre- 
fervation  of  the  health  of  the  community.  Where  con- 
tagious fever  prevailed  (to  which  the  objeCts  of  this  efta- 
blifhment  are  Angularly  expofed,  and  with  whom  it  inva- 
riably originates)  there  the  precautions  requifite  to  antici- 
pate or  avert  its  malignancy  have  been  readily  and  effica- 
cioufly  interpofed  : for  though  it  is  by  no  means  in  the 
power  of  art  to  totally  eradicate  and  expel  epidemic  affec- 
tion, in  all  cafes  and  circumftances,  yet,  by  mitigating  a 
virulent  and  peftilential  difpofition,  its  dangerous  and  dif- 
trefsful  confequences  may  be  frequently  obviated. 
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The  fubfequent  extract  from  a fyftematic  arrangement 
of  our  Dispensary  Cases  for  the  laft  and  prefent  year, 
will  belt  difplay  the  events  of  this  Fever,  and  efpecially 
demonfhate  its  fatality  at  the  different  periods  of  life.

From  this  table  it  appears,  that  the  total  number  of 
perfons  experiencing  nervous  Fever  amounts  to  741,  and 
that  there  does  not  now  remain  a fingle  objedt  of  it  upon 
the  books  of  this  Charity. 

The  only  other  important  contagion  was  that  of  the 
Small  Pox,  which  were  introduced  into  this  town  and 
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neighbourhood  early  in  the  month  of  February , by  a child 
who  accidentally  received  the  infection  in  the  IJle  of  Mann, 
where  it  had  long  and  potently  obtained.  From  this 
fource,  and  that  of  the  contaminated  cloathings  of  the 
mother,  was  a difeafe,  not  lefs  dreadful  to  parents  than 
deftrudtive  to  their  progeny,  very  generally  communicated. 
It  has  been  ufually  deemed  proper  in  the  natural  Small- 
Pox  to  admit  one  in  fix  cafes  as  certainly  mortal : a calcu- 
lation by  no  means  ftridtly  accurate ; lince,  of  the  firft 
thirteen  children  who  took  the  difeafe,  eight  only  reco- 
vered, and  two  of  thefe,  fuffering  a very  numerous  and 
confluent  eruption,  with  confiderable  difficulty.  In  near- 
ly the  fame  proportion  was  the  general  ftate  of  the  former 
and  prefent  year’s  patients.

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Amongft  the  loweft  clafs  of  people  no  Epidemic  has  ever 
raged  with  more  frequent,  nor  more  fatal  malignancy. 
Governed  by  infuperable  prejudices,  they  are  led  to  employ 
themoft  improper  modes  of  treatment  : and  the  neceifary 
confinement  to  crouded  fituations,  where  cleanlinefs  and 
clear  ventilation  are  in  a great  meafure  precluded,  muft 
contribute  not  a little  to  promote  and  extend  the  per- 
nicious influence  of  the  contagion.  With  a view  to  pre- 
vent this  alarming  tendency  was  the  practice  of  Inocu- 
lation, regulated  by  the  lateft  improvements,  induf- 
trioufly  recommended  : and  perhaps  no  arguments  can  be 
adduced  more  powerfully  to  plead  the  caufe,  or  perfectly 
dcmonftrate  the  ufefulnefs  of  this  charity,  than  thofe 

which  its  obvious  effects  neceflarily  inlpire. Two 

hundred  and  fix  perfons,  a number  far  exceeding  that  of 
the  preceding  feafon,  and  equal  to  our  beft  expectations, 
being  confequently  and  happily  preferved  from  the  com- 
plicated dangers  attending  this  highly  offenflve  and  pain- 
ful calamity. 

The  judicious  attention  which  the  CLERGY  have  re- 
gardfullypaidto  theinterefts  of  this  charitable  institution, 
principally  enables  it  to  fenfibly  alleviate,  or  totally  re-, 
move  thofe  exquifite  fufferings  to  which  the  indigent, 
when  foliciting  the  aids  of  Midwifery,  are  peculiarly 
liable.  Beft  qualified  to  enforce  its  expediency,  or  difplay 
its  engagements,  they  have  voluntarily  become  the  liberal 
advocates  and  patrons  of  it.  Their  early  and  bountiful 
Subfcriptions  were  the  primary  teftimonials  of  its  utility  ; 
whilft,  to  their  perfonal  and  perfuafive  folicitations,  united 
with  the  humane  and  zealous  exertions  of  a worthy 
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neighbouring  Magistrate,  is  it  chiefly  indebted 
for  that  diftinguilhed  and  advantageous  countenance  and 
protection  it  has  fo  generally  and  generoufly  obtained. 
From  the  celebrated  Doctor  Hawes  were  alfo  re- 
ceived various  and  valuable  intelligence,  relative  to  the 
objeCts  of  that  Society  he  has  laudably  efcablilhed,  and  by 
whofe  interpolation  numbers  have  been  refcued  from  pre- 
mature death.  With  a perfect  fenfibility  of  their  Phi- 
lanthropy, and  thefe  Obligations,  do  the  Gover- 
nors of  this  Dispensary  molt  refpeCtfully  announce  the 
genuine  Acknowledgments  of  Gratitude  and  EJleem . 

To  the  benevolent  and  the  wealthy,  who,  commiferating 
the  lot,  and  relieving  the  diftrefles  of  the  indigent,  have 
munificently  patronized  this  Charity,  how  applicable  are 
the  brief,  yet  pathetic  fentiments  of  the  Poet,  to  which 
their  fenfations  and  reflections  will  bear  conclufive,  plea- 
ting teftimony,  and  with  which  thefe  introductory  obfer- 
vations  may  be  fuitably  clofed,
